whether President Hoover is go- 
ing to continue his administration 
with the same safe Republican 
majority tnat started-it, or wheth- 
er the public is going to express 
its

democrats control of Congress ra- 
dio fans are going to be treated to 
a continuous political debate. The 
leaders of both parties will take 
the air weekly for the next month 
and a half to expound the virtures 
of the policies 
for which they 


stand, and to refute the claims of 
the opposition. 


Already a decided bitterness has 


been injected into the discussion. 
Paity spokesmen are indulging in 
personalities. President Hoover is 
bearing the brunt of the attack 
from the Democratic side, while 
John J. Raskob, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
and Jouett Shouse, chairman of 
the latter party's executive com- 


tration.

in connection with the fire. 


"We have a mass of corrobora- 


jtive evidence to work on, but it 
will be some time before we will 
be able to disclose the results of 
the investigation," Gill told the 
newspapermen. "From now on the 
lid is on tight and will remain on 
until this thing is cleared up." 


Though'it is persistently rum- 


ored that a solution to the fire 
mystery is not far distant. Gill 
steadfastly maintained that neith- 
er of the two convict suspects had 
made any confession.

It-was a magnificent setting for 


the structure which Byrd now, in 
early January, 1929, began to rear 
as a headquarters for the extraor- 
dinary tasks which were to engage 
himself and his men for more than 
a year.

.,ture was, if not as magnificent, 


Certainly only a little less reraark- 


J»le considering the conditions un- 
ar which it came into existence. 


'it was a great and complicated 
effort, involving scores of men, 
days of rigerous labor, and, a 
wealth of material; and the im»- 
portant circumstance never to 'oz 
forgotten is that all the material 
used—every stick, every nail, the 


c 'Smallest'-.machine—had been trans- 


pprted, thousands of miles, under 
conditions which had • frustrated 
men who earlier had tried to work 
out similar pla&s. Not until Byrd 
came into the struggle was any 
one able to carry such a plan 
through to completion. 


The main problem, 
naturally, 


•.-was that of sheltering.the.men of 


the Antarctic party so that they 


.,.-might hj? able t.o.i;carry out the t,ci- 


entific . program which was, of 
course, the-rbck'bottom reason for 
their presence in the distant, beau- 
tiful, but forbidding region. It was 
a problem which';involved health 
and comfort too, up to a point at 
least; but above- all it was a pro- 
blem which depended for its SOT 
lution upon,speed. Painfully diffi- 
cult though it was to work in the 
bitter temperatures of Antarctica 
it was necessary that no time be 
lost. Once-Byrd had moved with 
slow observance back from the 
edge of the ice cliff 
to a spot 


; where-he felt able to say, 'Start 
: here!" work had to go forward "at 


a gait no less rapid.than it would 
have gone on a summer day back 
in the States. Everything had to 
be finished before the winter sol- 
stice set in with the long months 


,: of darktfess." ^ 7 '4"'i <>••. 
- ••.": 


No: delay was permitted, and. in 


an incredibly short time there was 
set up, upon the rough level of the 
Ross Field, such a vilage as never 
before had been seen below the 
Antarctic circle, the largest, and 
the most nearly complete and best 
equipped community that ever had 
been built in the Polar regions. The 
completeness of the community is 
a point to be stressed, because 
Byrd had emphaized it from the 
very beginning. That had been his 
thought even back in 1927 when 
the whole project had only begun 
to take shape in his mind. His 
expedition, he said then, was to 
be (and it was) the first of its 
kind able to rescue itself if res- 
cue became necessary. No such 
catastrophe should overtake his 
party as had overtaken Umberto 
Nobile, the Italian explorer, who 
lost so many men after his dirigi- 
ble was wrecked on its flight into 
the Far North. 


The final result of the Comman- 


der's resolution back in 1927 was 
this, that in 1929, although his 
expedition was 2,300 miles 
from 


any civilization, and although he 
was for months so situated that 
no relief force could get to him, 
he was at all tunes in a position 
to send relief to any of his men 
who came to grief. !This, the Lit- 
tle America built upon the Ross 
Ice Shelf made possible. 


Little Amarica, broadly speak- 


ing, was-made up of three clusters 
of buildings set within a circle ra- 
ther more than a thousand feet in 
d i a m e r e r .

far enough back from the edge of 
the cliff to guarantee that no seg- 
ment of it ever would slide off into 
the sea while the men of the expe- 
dition worked, or worse, slept. It 
was near enough to the edge to 
provide, for the shortest possible 
haul of extra provisions which the 
City of New York would bring 
from time to time. .•". 


The City of Ne'w'York, while tie 


Little America'..-colony set about 
constructing, their quarters and 
workshop, had faced about and 
started back for Dunedin. It was 
part.of thte program that the ship 
should make two more round trips 
from New Zealand 
to the Ross 


Field with the .extra provisions 


which the Ice party would need 
during the severe winter, when It 
would be Impossible for the stout- 
est ice-breaking ship to drive 
through 
the impassable 
winter 


pack. 


This is primarily a narrative of 


Commander Byrd and of what he 
and his men did in the tiny com- 
munity they set up ac the edge if 
the South Polar Plateau, about goo 
miles from the Pole, but it would 
be far too {incomplete if no men- 
tion were made of the labors and 
sacrifice of the other men of the 
expedition whose rigerous effor's 
aboard the City 
of 
New York 


made the accomplishments of the 
main party possible. The strug- 
gles of these men reached a climax 
on the second voyage back from 
the Ross Sea. Months later, land- 
ing ahead of the Main Byrd party 
at San Francisco, Lieutenant Har- 
ry 
Adams described 
the heart- 


breaking fight which the scanty 
ship's crew waged on the occasion 
against hurricanes, 
mountainous 


waves and sleet. 


The run down from New Zea- 


land had been difficult. 
Winter 


was in the offing and the tempera- 
ture fell steadily; and since win- 
ter in the Antarctic means aiso 
storms of such intensity as are un- 
known elsewhere, a mad sea was 
added to the terrific cold .The run 
back north, however was immea- 
surably worse... In a few weeks 
that had elapsed, since the start 
from Dunedin, winter had come in 
its full fury. 


On the very day that the City of 


New York turned away from the 
Bay of Whales she had to break 
through .floes which had already 
begun to. freeze together in great 
mile-wide barriers. Almost over- 
night, there threatened such a dis- 
aster as had overtaken Sir Ernest 
Shackleton in the WeddeU sea fif- 
teen years earlier. Shackleton's 
description of the freeze-in which 
eventually resulted in the loss of 
his ship, is a virtually perfect ac- 
count of such a calamity. 
Except 


for its disastrous conclusion it is, 
too, a virtually accurate account of 
what befell the City of New York 
in her northward struggle. The 
story is told in South, the remark- 
able narrative of Polar -adventure 
which Sir Ernest Shackleton pu- 
blished in 1920. The expedition 
was completed in 1915, but the 
book was delayed by the 
World 


War.

slightly. Watching carefully tn.it 
loose lumps of ice did not damage 
the propeller we would back off 
two or three hundred yards. She 
would then be driven full spce<l 
against the V, taking care to hit 
the center accurately. At about 
the fourth attempt, 
if it was to 


succeed at all, the floe would yield. 
A black sinous line, as though pen 
drawn upon white paper, would ap- 
pear ahead, broadening as the eye 
traced it back to the'ship. Present- 
ly it would be broad enough to re- 
ceive her and we would forge, ahead 
In this way the Endurance would 
split a two or three-foot floe a 
square mile in extent." 


How the men aboard the City of 


New York must have watched for 
that "black sinuous line," which 
told them they were able to go a 
little farther! 
How apprehensive 


they must have been when it fail- 
ed to appear according to expec- 
tation! 
For its absence was a 


threat that, like Shackleton's par- 
ty, might be compelled to stand 
by and watch the floes crush their 
ship when the warming winds of 
summer broke them apart and the 
wild winds tossed the fragments 
one upon another. 
- 


"The roar of pressure could be 


heard all around us," Shackleton 
wrote in describing the destruction 
of the Endurance, a destruction 
which the City of New York nar- 
rowly missed. "And I could see, as 
the day wore on, that the lines cf 
major disturbance were drawing 
nearer the ship... .1 could.hear the 
creaking and groaning of .her tim- 
bers, the pistol-like cracks that 
told of the starting of a''trenail or 
plank, and the faint, inde'finable 
whisper of distress. ...,.,, 
. 


"At seven P. M. a'very heavy 


pressure developed with twisting 
strains that racked the ship fore 
and aft. The butts of planking 
were opened four and five inches 
on the starboard side, and at the 
same time we could see from the 
bridge that the ship was bending 
like a bow under titanic pressure. 
Millions of tons of ice pressed in- 
exorably up the little ship that had 
dared to challenge .the, Antarctic.
